Where Is the State Ticket? . 

Even the rock-ribbed democratic state of 
Texas has parted from the faith, and par- 
tially gone over to the enemy. The demo- 
crats certainly lost two and possibly four 
congressmen. 

Nugent, populist, for governor, is running 
like a scared hound. The populists here 
are actually claiming his election. While 
many leading democrats are dumfounded 
at the cyclone which has well nigh swept 
the party out of existence, others are not 
at all astonished. 

They say «that Cleveland and congress 
have utterly falled to carry out the wishes 
of the people, and have betrayed every 
trust and all confidence put in them. 

There is loud talk of forming a new na- 
tional party with a new name, upon the 
best planks of the democratic-populists and 
old line whig platforms. 

The Congressional Results, 

Galveston, Tex., November 8.—Congres- 
sional elections: Tenth district—Miles Crow- 
tey, democrat, elected. 

Sixth district—Doubtful. Two years ago it 
gave nearly 8,000 democratic majority. 

Eighth district—C. K. Bell, democrat, 
elected by 600 plurality. Two years ago the 
democratic plurality was nearly 5,000. 

Eleventh district—Craine. democrat, elect- 
ed by 1,500 majority, a democratic loss of 
v.5S2 since last election. 

Thirteenth district, which, two years ago 
fave Cockrell a plurality of 12,000, is still 
in doubt. 

Twelfth district elects Noonan, republi- 
can. Paschal‘s plurality two years ago was 
6,640.

Joy, in the eleventh, and Ran- 
ney, in the thirteenth, swejl the republi- 
can column. “The Swamp Angel’’ district 
of the southeast, the fourteenth, where 
only democrats were supposed to live, has 
elected Mosely, the republican candidate. 
For the first time in twenty-five years the 
southeast has failed to come up rock-rib- 
bed for the democratic ticket.

MORTON'S MAJORITY. 


Complete Returns Give Him 153,838 
Over Hill. 

New York, Novesvber 8.—Complete re- 
turns of New York state show the vote 
for governor is as follows: Morton 668,712, 
Hill 514,874. (Morton’s plurality 153,833. 

The official vote for president of the 
board of aldermen gives John Jerolomon, 
republican, a plura*ty of 44,313. FE. J. H. 
Tamsen, republican, for Sheriff, 27,166. 

New York’s Aldermanic Board. 

The uncertainty about the board of al- 
dermen was removed this afternoon by the 
police returns, which give the republicans 
seventeen out of thirty-one members. The 
board will have the apportionment of the 
city for assembly districts. 

Only a Test Vote. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., November 8.—The vote 
here on “greater New York” as reported to 
pglice headquarters this morning shows that 
these who favored consolidation lost by 
about 100 votes. There are still about twen- 
ty outlying districts to report and Secre- 
tary Shanks, of the Consvlidation League, 
Says that private advices received by him 
show that the consolidation will be carried 
by a small vote. The accountants who are 
tabulating the returns say it will be at 
least two days before the matter can be 
satisfactorily settled. 

It will make n» difference one way or the 
other if the vote is fou~d to be in favor of, 
or against, as the balloting was done ut 
the solicitation ot legislatérs who were 
afraid to act in the matter without learn- 
ing how their constituents felt on the ques- 
tion, and the issue will have to go to the 
legislature in any event. 


IOWA SOLIDLY REPUBLICAN, 


The Democrats Carried Fourteen Out 
of Ninety-Nine Counties. 

Des Moines, Iowa, November 8.-—Nearly 
complete unofficial returns show that the 
democrats carried fourteen counties in 
Iowa with pluralities aggregating 6,767. Re- 
publicans carrjed eighty-five counties, with 
total pluralit&s of 79,085. Net republican 
plurality 72,269. Congressional delegation 
is unshaken by later returns and is solidly 
republican. 


California's Democratic Governor. 

San Francisco, “‘al., November 8&.—The 
plurality of the d®mocratic candidate for 
governor of California will be about 2,000 
The republicans have elected the remainder 
of the state ticket and -will have a ma- 
jority of at least “wenty in the next legisla- 
ture. The latest returns show there is no 
doubt that the républicans have six of the 
seven congressmen.

The Republicans Built Up Large 
Accessions. 


MR. BRYAN SOUNDS THE ALARM 


And Declares That Gold and Silver Must 
Stand Upon Equal Terms—The Cause 
ofthe People That of Victory. 


Omaha, Neb., November 8.—(Special.)— 
Congressman W. J. Bryan's explanation 
for the result of the election is as foliows: 
, “Local troubles have complicated the is- 
sues. Two causes have, in my judgment, 
contributed to the widespread democratic 
defeat... The panic, with resuiting financial 
distress, and the hostility of the adminis- 
tration to the restoration of silver. 

“Gold and silver must be placed on an 
equal footing, and delay’ can only injure 
-those responsible for it. 

“The democratic party must either es- 
pouse the cuuse of the common people and 
live, or become the champion of comso1idat- 
ed wealth and die. 

“It partly secured tariff reform for the 
masses, but allowed tte classes to control 
our financial legislation. 

“It cannot serve God and Mammon. It 
must leave one or the other.” 

Congressman Kem Elected. 

Congressman Oman M. Kem, populist, is 
certainly re-elected from the sixth Nebras- 
ka. district by a majority of 1,426. The 
official returns cannot materially change 
these figures from every county. 


A POPULIST GOVERNOR, 


But a Republican Legislature Is Elect- 
ed for Nebraka. 


Omaha, Neb., 
Returns are now in from every county in 
the state, and Judge Holcombe’s plurality 
is 1,800. This will not be reduced ‘by a Fre- 
vised count, but will probably be increased. 

The republican state central committee 
gave up the contest this morning. There 
are rumors that they will contest for the 
seat, but this is not believed to be true, for 
afiy contest or recount will show the most 
glaring fraud in some of the railroad pre- 
cincts in the western part of the state. 

Some of these places where the popula- 
tion has increased in the past year show 
astounding increase in the vote. Where a 
town cast 250 votes last year, this year it 
has 350, and the 100 more increase is a@ 
republican gain. This is too transparent a 
fraud. 

The legislature will be republican by for- 
ty majority on joint ballot, and five of the 
six congressmen are republicans, the only 
exception beire Kem, populist; -re-etceted in 
the sixth district, by forty-four votes 
Dougherty will probably contest his elec. 
tion. 

Much of this result is due to the action of 
President Cleveland’s friends, who divided 
the parity, battled its nominations, and 
openly dickered with the republicans for 
the defeat of legislators who would oppose 
tryan for the senate. The hand of Secre- 
tary Morton could be seen through his 
agents in all parts of the state. — ° 


BYNUM’'S DEFEAT A SURPRISE. 


Charges Thht It Was Done by Frauds 
of Men Who Tried to Bribe Him. 
Indianapolis, Ind., November 8.—The re- 
turns are about all in from the state. 
They bear out the forecast of.yesterday to 
the. effect that the republicans have cap- 
tured the state by 40,000 and all the thir- 
teen congressmen, while the state legisla- 

ture will stand 80 to 31 on joint ballot. 
The defeat of Holman in the fourth dis- 
trict is the bitterest pill for the democracy 
and Bynum’s defeat in the seventh is a 
surprise. The latter is out with charges 
to the effect that he had been offered a 
bripe of $5,000 and another of a lesser sum 
to secure a federal appointment for two 
leaders in this city, and spurning the offers, 
he was stabbed in the back at the polls by 
the friends of the persons in question. The 
statements have caused a sensation in 
political circles. 


LOUISIANA DELEGATION SOL1D, 


But Republicans Say They Will Con- 
test Three Districts. 

New Orleans, November 8.—fFuller returns 
today confirm previous dispatches of the 
election of all six democratic candidates 
for congress in Louisiana by majorities 
ranging from 5,000 to 10,000. Meyer in the 
first, Buck in the second, Price in the 
third, Ogden in the fourth, Poatner in the 
fifth and Robertson in the sixth. Republi- 
cans announce they will make their con- 
tests when the fifty-fourth ‘congress meets. 
Attorneys have been engaged to handle 
the cases and evidences of fraud is now 
being gathered. Sugar planters are under- 
stood to have had spotters in all.of the 
sugar districts. Republicans are hopeful of 
getting Beattie, Kernochan and Coleman 
seated. 


EVANS IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


Ix Too Far Ahead for Pope to Trouble 
His Claim. 
Columbia, S. C., November 8.—(Special.)— 
Later returns confirm the opinion that 
South Carolina will be represented in the 
next congress by a solid democratic dele- 
gation. J. W. Stokes has been elected be- 
yond all doubt in the seventh district, and 
each successive report from the first dis- 
trict increases the majority of William 
Elliott, democrat, over the negro. repub- 
lican, Murray. The defeated republican 
candidates in the first, seventh and fourth 
districts will contest the elections. Com- 
plete retyrns from twenty-three counties 
and partial returns for the other twelve, 
give Evans 36,197 and Pope, 17,371. The 
counties yet to be heard from will likely 
increase Evans majority... The vote on the 
constitutional convention on the same re- 
ports are 24,464, yes, and 25,637, no. The ma- 
jority will likely be favorable to the con- 
vention when all the reports come in.

And the Two Senators Have Been 
Bagged by Them. 


‘ONE BY ONE THE DEMOCRATS FALL 


White the People Seem to Have Fallen Out 
with the Existing Order of Things 
and Demand a Change. 


Washington, November 8.—The following 
letter from North Carolina received at 
headquarters explains itself: 

“Greensboro, N. <., November 7, 1894.— 
Hon. J. W. Babcock, Washington, D. C. 
Dear Sir: We won a complete victory at 
the polls here yesterday. Have elected 
the judicial ticket by an estimated majority 
of over 40,000 and have both branches of 
the legislature, with four republican con- 
gretsmen and three populists. The fight 
will have to be niade tomorrow before the 
county canvassing boards. These boards 
have judicial powers with the right to in- 
vestigate the legality of every vote and 
| pass upon the regularity of the precinct 
returns. It will be necessary for us to have 
| lawyers of reputation and we 2 ap- 

pear before these canvassing f ~-ds in 
many of the counties of the state. We 
will Se compelled to empioy democratic 
lawyers, at good fees; besides it will be a 
stroke of policy to get them. 

“I have borne expenses of this campaign 

mainly, and now my money is exhausted. 
Our candidates claim that they have not 
the means, and this is true with the most 
of them. If we succeed in holding the 
gtate it is the end of democracy here, for 
we have had for years the majority, but 
through the election machinery we have 
been defrauded. If you can do anything 
for us name the amount by wire immedi- 
ateiy upon the receipt of this. We have 
been arranging to employ counsel by wire 
where needed if we can raise the means. 
The democrats say they have given up 
the state, but information comes to us 
that they intend to do their work before 
the canvassing boards tomorrow. 

“Some of their unguarded politicians are 
saying that they have the machinery and 
expect to use it, and no doubt intend to 
give up the state, ‘that the courts beats 
voting.’ I have made estimates in thirty 
counties in the state on definite informa- 
tion and in these counties we have gained 
27,000. over the vote of two years ago and 
have gained in these counties thirty-five 
members of the house out of forty-six, and 
it seems that this ratio will be kept up 
except in the first and ninth districts, and 
| in these we have gained about 6,000. 
“Pearson’s majority in the ninth is 192, 
‘and Skinner’s in the first is about 800. 
Yours truly, A. BE. HOLTON. 
“Chairman State Executive Commtitee.” 

Chairman Babcock telegraphed a reply 
to this letter, directing the republican 
managers to take the necessary steps to 
protect their congressmen and that the 
committee would stand by them. 

The Populist Vote Increasing. 

Raleigh, N. C., November 8.—(Special.)— 
Official returns received tonight indicate 


that the fusion majority is larger 
than was thought today. at: 49 
now estimated by some care- 


ful democrats that the fusion majority on 
joint ballot in the legislature will reach 
thirty. The returns further indicate that 
the fusion majority wiil approximate 20,000. 
In other words the official returns will 
make an even worse showing for the demo- 
crats. .It® is now unquestioned that the 
democrats lose six districts. They have 
elected Woodward in the second district by 
perhaps 2,000 and Lockhard in the sixth by 
1,000. The majority of Shaw, democrat, in 
the third, will not exceed 1,000.

The Official Figures. 

In the absence of official figures the 
following carefully prepared estimate may 
be relied upon as latest figures on the 
populist-fusionists majorities. It must be 
noted that the present associate justice, 
Walter Clark, will keep his seat, as he ran 
on both tickets and got nearly all the votes 
east. The next United States senators will 
probably be Marion Butler and Mr. Mott, 
with a chance for Pritchard, but Mott has 
the go now.

Lexington, Ky., November 8.—A bloody 

political tragedy occurred in Lexington this 

afternoon at 5 o’clock when John Traynor, 

marshal of Athens, Ky., cut Lew Sharpe, 


probably fatally, and shot Ike Davidson to 
death. Sharpe and Traynor were both dem- 
ocrats, Sharpe being an Owens man and 
Traynor a Breckinridge supporter. They 
met’ in front of the Leland hotel. Sharpe 
accused Traynor of having voted for Denny, 
the republican. Traynor denied it, when 
Sharpe, called him a damned liar. 

Traynor struck Sharpe, who is badly crip- 
pled, as the result of having been shot in 
the knee during the war. The blow kKnock- 
ed Sharpe to the sidewalk, and before he 
could get up Traynor drew a knife and be- 
gan cutting the old soldier. Pat Toomey, a 
young friend of Sharpe’s, rushed to his as- 
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sistance and knocked Traynor down. Ike 
Davidson rushed in and tried to separate 
the men. Traynor scrambled to his feet 
and, apparently trying to get away, went 
down the street with two pistols in his 
hands. The marshal turned and fired, the 
bullet striking Davidson in the stomach. 
He died in an hour. Sharpe was taken to 
the hospital, where he is suffering greatly 
and it is more than likely he will die. Tray- 
nor was locked up. 

Davidson was a well-known distiller. The 
origin of the bad feeling between the men 
dates back some time. On election day 
John Green, who was Marshal Traynor’s 
deputy, shot and fataily wounded George 
Toomey, a brother of the man who tvok 
part in today’s affray. 

Pat Toomey, Sharpe and Davidson came 
to town this afternoon to have Traynor 
arrested as an accessory to the shooting of 
Toomey, as the latter is likely to die before 
morning. Traynor had been-arrested and 
released on bond when Sharpe met him in 
front of the hotel. 

There is already a great deal of bad blood 
between the Owens and Breckinridge men 
here, and it is feared that this will not be 
the last of the trouble. Green, who shot 
Toomey, was a Breckinridge man and 
Toomey an Owens follower. Sharpe is close- 
ly related to Stephen G. Sharpe, ex-treas- 
urer of Kentucky. 


THE LAW REPEALED, 


And There Seems to Be Some Disposi- 
tion to Criticise It. 

Jacksonville, Fla., November 8.—(Special.) 
Among the sporting men of Jacksonville 
there is much ‘surprise and more indig- 
nation at the action of the city council last 
night in repealing the mufficipal ordinance 
permitting contests with five-ounce gloves. 


This ordinance was passed in December 
last, was vetoed by the mayor and then 
passed over his veto. Its object was to 
allow the Corbett-Mitchell fight to come off 
here and thus to thwart Governor Mitchell 
in his determination to stop it. It is 
thought that last night’s repeal was 
prompted by a desire to outwit a news- 
paper which it was rumored was about to 
make war on the law. 


FOUND IN THE DEBRIS. 
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Baltimere and Ohio. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Ncevember %.--ln clearing 
away the wreck on the Baltimore and Ohio 
road at Rosensteel siding, two miles east 
of Rockwocd, the body of G. W. Minear, 
brakeman of the freight train, was found 
this morning in the debris. This makes a 
total of six killed. The two mail clerks 
who are injured are F. A. Williamsen and 
Cc. H. Hooten, both of Paitimore. They are 
severely hurt, but neither of them fatally. 
None of the passengers were injured beyond 
slight bruises. Two tramps stealing a ride 
on the blind baggage were buried in wreck- 
age, but escaped with scratches only. The 
wreck was due entirely to disobedience of 
orders. It will cost the railroad company 
close to $200,000,

WHOIS GOVERNOR? 


The Question That Is ‘Now Agitating 
Tennessee, 


THE FIGURES ARE FOR EVANS 


With Only a Few Rural Counties to 
Hear From, 


UPON WHICH THE DEMOCRATS RELY 


The Trend cf the Returos, However, Is 
Allin Favor ofthe Republican Nom- 
inee—Very Littie Room for Hape. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 8.—(Special.) 
Official and unofficial returns have now 
been received from seventy-five of the 
ninety-six. counties in Tennessee and these 
give H. Clay Evans, the republican candi- 
date for governor, a plurality over Peter 
Turney, democrat, of 7,603. 

The republican gain is steady, but no 
accurate estimate can be made of the re- 
maining counties, many of which have no 
telegraph facilities. 

The election of Evans is now claimed by 
the republican state committee by 10,000, 
and the returns seem to justify their claim. 
The democratic state committee, however, 
Still stand pat on their claim of 5,000 plu- 
rality for Governor Turney, and at this 
time it looks like the question will not be 
decided until official returns are received. 

Mutual Charges Made. 

The democratic state committee charges 
that the returns are being held back in cer- 
tain republican counties in East Tennessee, 
while the republican state committee is 
flooded with teiegrams from west Tennessee 
that attempts are being made to doctor 
the returns in Lauderdale, Madison and 
other counties. From Lauderdale county a 
telegram came that the returns are being 
held back and Evans has been counted out 
of 406 votes. 

Chairman Sanders, of the republican 
state committee, tonight says that he has 
abundant evidence of crooked counting in 
many counties, and that when the offiical 
returns come in he will demand that these 
counties be thrown out. He declares that 
the republicans do not propose to submit 
to being counted out. The democratic com- 
mittee today received a telegram from 
Knoxville stating that a leading republican 
there admitted that it was understood 
among the republicans in East Tennessee 
that they would hold back returns until 
middle and west Tennessee had reported. 
Other telegrams to the same effect have 
been received. 

The Great Interest Felt. 

The greatest interest in the result has 
been aroused here and many bets are still 
being made. Governor Turney is at demo- 
cratic headquarters, .while Mr. Evans care 
here from Chattanooga today and is watch- 
ing- affairs at republican headquarters. 

Evans Has It. 

Returns have now been received frem 
eighty-one counties and they give Evans a 
plurality. of 3,114. Estimates on the remain- 
ing fifteen counties increase Evan’s plurality 
to 9,500. The legislature will certainly be 
democratic. A summary of the returns 
shows that its composition will ve as fol- 
lows: Senate—Democrats, 20; republicans, 9; 
populists, 3; doubtful, 1. House—Democrats, 
57; republicans, 34; populists 7; doubtful, L 
Total—Democrats, 77; republicans, 43 popu- 
lists, 10; doubtful, 2. There is no change 
in the situation as to the congressional 
delegation, which will stand 6 democrats 
and 4 republicans, although the democrats 
are elected by decreased pluralities. 
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SPORTING MEN DISHEARTENED 


On Account of the Adoption of the 

re Anti-Gambling Amendment. 

New York, November 8.—Now that it is 
an assured fact that the anti-gambling 
amendment to the constitution has been 
carried the turfmen have began to lose 
heart. At first they did not regard the 
amendment which pronibits betting, pool 
selling or gambling of any kind seriously. 
It was the consensus of opinion of the men 
identified with racing in this state that 
the proposed amendment would be lost. 
The bookmakers took matters easily. They 
urgued that if it did pass there would be 
some way arranged to evade it. 

Richard Croker, who is the proprietor of 
the Manhattan stable and also owns a big 
interest in the famous Belle Meade stud 
farm, was asked for his views upon the 
situation today. He said: 

‘It simply means the drawing out of this 
state of $100,000,000 and the throwing of 
hundreds of men out of employment. I do 
not think the voters knew what they were 
voting for. They were not properly in- 
structed on the proposed amendments. This 
resulted in those who were opposed to the 
measures bolting the amendments alto 
gether. It will not do away with racing 
fn this country, but it will effectually stop 
it in this state. It is a hard blow to the 
breeder, farmer and merchant alike to drive 
such a big industry into the western states 
and 
signified their intention of racing in Europe 
in the event of the bill passing.”’ 

At the various uptown resoris the book- 
makers who had arrived from t#Ze defunct 
Narrangansett association’s meeting were 
of the opinion that racing in the east was 
a thing of the past.

A VIEW FROM MAJOR STAHLMAN 


The Party Seemed to the Country to Be | 


Incompetent to Do Business and 
Was Retired.

"The chief cawse of the great republican 
majorities in the recent election,” said Mr. 
S. M. Inman yesterday, “was the fact that 
the democratic party had been held re- 
sponsible for a great deal. There were, 
indeed, grave responsibilities resting upon 
the democratic party when the last election 
put President Cleveland in charge of the 
affairs of the nation.

The Exciting Eseepe of a Young Lady 
from a Negro’s Clntehes. 


CHASED BY THE BLOOD HOUNDS 


Had Drawn a Razor and Made an Ugly 
Threat—The Screams of the Young 
Lady Heard by Her Brother. 


At 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon a des- 
perate negro made a bold attempt to as- 
sault Miss Lottie Haybach near the resi- 
dence of her father, 489 West Simpson 
street. The screams of the young lady and 
the prompt appearance of her brother, 
frightened the brute away and a long 
hunt with trained blood hounds failed to 
find him. | 

Miss Haybach is employed in the mil- 
linery department at High’s. She had fin- 
ished her work yesterday afternoon and 
was returning home. It is some distance 
from the car line to the house and it was 
necessary for her to pass through a se- 
cluded section of the street. The darkness 
was intensified by the rain which had just 
begun to fall. While passing a vacant lot 
a large negro sprang out and grabbed her 
fiercely about the throat with one hand 
while an open razor was in the other. 

‘“‘Make any noise,” he said, “and Ill cut 
your throat.’’ 

Miss Haybach was terribly frightened 
but did not lose her presence of mind. She 
pushed both fists quickly in the negro’s face 
and screamed loudly. 

Fortunately her brother and Mr. John 
Connolly were standing in the doorway of 
her home, not fifty yards away. They ran 
at once to the place, and hearing their 
approach, the negro hastily departed. 

A telephone message to police headquar- 
ters gave the alarm, and Call Officers 
Whatley and Geavers responded. They 
were followed in a few moments by Ser- 
geant White, who carried with him a 
pack of trained hounds. 

They took track immediately and led of 
across the vacant lot down Simpson street. 
For half an hour the dogs gave a lively 
chase, going through ‘several yards, show- 
ing that the negro was making a hasty 
flight. The chase was kept up for half an 
hour, but striking the railroad, the track 
was lost. A freight train had just passed 
and it was thought that the negro boarded 
this and escaped. The attempt created wild 
excitement in the neighborhood and a 
large crowd followed the dogs in the chase. 


NEGROES MEET IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Offered for Guidance and 
Blessings. 

New Orleans, La., November 8.—On ac- 
count of the labor troubles brought about 
by the white laborers in an effort to get 
rid of the colored laborer as a competitor 
an evangeligal alliance meeting was held 
today at the Wesley chapel of the Methodist 
church, attended by fifty ministers and 1,500 
people, and prayers were. offered for guid- 
ance, blessings and protection and the fol- 
lowing adopted: f , 

“At a time when the peace, prosperity 
and even the very life, commercially speak- 
ing, of a great city like New Orleans 
is endangered by the ruthless hand of the 
murderer, outlaw, assassin and incendiary 
torch; when the blood of half a score of 
defenseless, law-abiding citizens, in the per- 
sons of J. Gordon Taylor,’ James Yates, 
Henry Washington, John Williams, Philip 
Johnson, Randolph Blackburn, Andrew 
Holmes, Henry Carey and others, who have 
been slaughtered in cold bloed er wounded 
nigh unto death, by mob violence in the 
open day and in the presence of those 
whose duty it is to protect the defenseless 
and preserve the peace of the city; when 
the blood of these men is calling aloud for 
redress at the hand of inured justice and 
outraged law; when the only plea thus far 
given or even hinted by these mtsguided 
violators of the peace and perpetrators of 
these atrocities is the fact that those 
against whom these great outrages are per- 
petrated are negroes and are incapable of 
resentment or redress; when the represen- 
tatives of civil government, municipal and 
gubernatorial, seem to act with a measure 
of indifference to such affairs, may it not 
well be said, as in days of primitive 
Christian experience: ‘Lord, unto whom 
shall we go?’ But the arswer is close at 
hand: There is one unto whom we may go, 
and it is unto Him, of whom the disciples 
said: ‘Thou art words of eternal life.’ 
Unto Him, therefore, have we come this 
day, for guidance, blessing and protection.”

Removal of the Remains of the Czar 
from Livadia. 

St. Petersburg, November 8.—The most 
solemn of religious services was held at 
noon yesterday in the church at Livadia, 
to which the body of Alexander HI was re- 
moved the previous night. Masses were 
said in the presence of the body. The ser- 
vices were attended by Emperor Nicholas 
Il, the czarina, and the prince and princess 
of Wales, the representatives of the vari- 
ous foreign powers and many others. The 
czar was deeply affected. 

At the conclusion of the services and af- 
ter the royal visitors present and the troops 
had viewed the body, the populace were 
formed’ in line and filed past the coffin 
to take a farewell look at their dead ruler. 
Many of those who looked upon the face 
of the dead czar were visibly affected and 
expressions of sorrow were heard on all 
sides. 

The weather this morning had improved, 
and arrangements were early perfected for 
the removal of the dead emperor to Sebasto- 
polt The cortege left the church at 8 o’clock. 
The procession was headed by the chief of 
the palace police and the master of cere- 
monies, both mounted, followed by a nu- 
merous troop of soldiers, including the 
Crimean division, composed of Tartars. 
Then followed long files of servahts of the 
imperial family, footmen and domestics. 
Next in line were representatives of the 
Zemstvo, or district assembly, the munici- 
pal authorities, the public schools and the 
public-institutions of Yalta district. All of 
the dead czar’s Russian and foreign decor- 
ations were carried on a cushion covered 
with silver cloth. Immediately behind the 
bearers of this cushion came the clergy 
bearing lighted candles; then followed the 
coffin, borne by members of the imperial 
body guard and sailors from the imperial 
yachts. The cortege proceeded on foot from 
Livadia to Yalta, a distance of two miles, 
along the beautiful coast. 

Following the coffin came the czar and 
his suite, the prince of Wales and the Rus- 
sian grand duke; then the czarina and the 
grand duchess in mourning coaches. The 
entire route of the procession was lined 
with troops. 

Upon the arrival of the cortege at Yalta 
prayers were offered for the repose of the 
soul of the dead emperor, and a salute was 
fired from the shore and from the ships in 
the harbor. The coffin was then placed on 
board the cruiser Pamiat Merkooria, and 
the journey to Sebastopol was begun. The 
Pamiat Merkooria will be escorted by the 
iron-clad Twelve Apostles, and the cruiser 
Oriel. 

For the Funeral Expenses. 

St. Petersburg, November.—The munici- 
pal council today voted an unlimited credit 
for the purpose of defraying the expenses 
of the reception here to Emperor Nicholas 
II and the funeral of Emperor Alexander 
III and also for the erection of a monu- 
ment to the dead czar. 

The council also adopted a proposal to 
open a national reception for a monument 
to the late emperor to be erected in St. 
Petersburg. 

An imperial order was promulgated today 
initiating it with a gift £7,000, a subscrip- 
tion for the purpose of giving a dinner 
to the poor of Kharkoff the day after the 
passing through that city of the train bear- 
ing the late czar’s body. 

The medical students of this city made 
a hostile demonstration against Professor 
Zacharin today. They were dispersed by the 
police. Professor Zacharin’s house at Mos- 
cow was attacked today by an angry crowd. 
The windows of the dwelling were smashed 
with stones. The police are now protecting 
the house from further damage: 

National subscriptions have been opened 
for a great monument to be erected to the 
memory of Czar Alexander III, ‘‘the great 
peacemaker.’’ This work was undertaken 
by order of the new czar, and it is under- 
stood the new monument wiil be erected 
at Moscow. 

The work of constructing the tomb of 
Alexander III in the cathedral of St. Peter 
and St. Paul has commenced. The body of 
the late czar will rest beside the tombs of 
his mother and father, near the entrance 
of the cathedral. ; 

Memorial Services in New York. 

New York, November 8.—A _ service in 
memory of the late czar of Russia was 
held this morning in the Greek church, on 
Fifty-third street. The little church was 
draped in white and black and the Rus- 
sian, Greek and American colors hung in 
the forepart of the edifice. The walls were 
covered with a background of white, and 
a succession of black crosses. In front 
of the altar was a canopy of black, with a 
wreath of violets on one side and one of 
white roses on the other. Father Matroff, 
who is a Russian monk, conducted the ser- 
vices, which were partly in Russian and 
partly in Greek. Father Agathadora, pas- 
tor of the Greek church, assisted. During 


adiora walked through the aisles swinging 
the censers. The chants and many of the 
responses were given in a monotone. The 
service lasted about three-quarters of an 
hour. The church was crowded with dis- 
tinguished people, most of whom wore uni- 
forms and medals.

FOOLING WITH A CHECK, 


That Is What Got Mr. E. 8S. Linton Into

What They Have to Say About the Trag- 
edy~—Discharging Men for Voting 
‘heir Wishes—Fellin a Well. 


Augusta, Ga., November 8.—(Special.)}—The 
funeral of Mr. J. M. Goss, who was killed 
Tuesday tn the shooting affray at the 1269th 
precinct, took place this morning. 

There were about one thousand people 
present, menu, women and children. A pro- 
cession of third partyites and friends cf 
the deceased was formed at the Alliance 
hall and marched to Mr. Goss’s home, 
where carriages were in waiting, but these 
were dispensed with. 

The funeral procession was then formed 
and twelve men carrying United States 
flags marched in front. The coffin was 
borne on the shoulders of six men to the 
Rollersville cemetery, near the dead man’s 
home, 

Third partyites of the 1269th district say 

they will build a monument in his honor. 
They say he is a hero—a martyr in the 
cause. . 
After the funeral the procession went inte 
& meeting at Alliance hall. No one would 
say what the meeting was for. There were 
many women in the line of march. 

Developments About the Tragedy. 
Many new developments and stories are 
coming from the affray in the 1269th last 
Tuesday. Already two of the participants 
are dead and others of the wounded are 
in painful if not serious conditions. 
Councilman Wash Adams saw the fight 
from start to finish; in fact, he was right 
in the thickest of it, and though unarmed, 
fought like a ‘Trojan with his fists anda 
bricks. He says Mr. Goss was desperate. 
All his property had been sold at public oyt- 
cry that day, and the old man did not care 
much which way the wind blew. 

Mr. Adams was talking to Mr. Goss about 
the election and the latter said: 

“I believe 1'll just shoot a couple of these 
negroes and stop this voting.” 

Mr. Adams warned him at the time, and 
told him not to draw his pistol, as it would 
cost any man his life to do so in that 
crowd. It was five or ten minutes after- 
ward that the fight began, and Mr. Adams 
Says he can swear positivety that Goss shet 
Will Bohler in the back before a single shot 
had been fired, and while friends were 
taking Bohler away he had told Goss to 
shoot and bared his breast. 

Discharged from Work. 


This morning two worthy negro men ap- 
plied to their democratic friends for posi- 
tions. Their names are Anderson Rocky 
and William Johnson. They have long been 
known as hard-working and honest men. 
The fact that they were out of employment 
was a surprise, and the reason was asked. 
They said that they had been employed 
at Miller’s mill, and had never been told 
otherwise than that they were giving en- 
tire satisfaction. Monday night, the eve 
of the election, it is said, Mr. LeRoy J. 
Miller called up all the hands and told 
them that any one who voted for Black 
on the next day need not report for work 
any more. Both of these men voted for 
Black, and the day after the election, 
when they reported for work, they say they 
were told they were not wanted any longer. 
The men will be looked after by the demo- 
erats and each will be found a good job be- 
fore the week is over. . 
Mr. Miller denies the negroes’ stories, 
saying that he let them go on account of 
slack business. 

Fell in the Well. 
James Tiliman, a negro well digger, fell 
in a well this afternoon near Berckmans's 
nursery and was drowned. Tillman has 
been subject to epileptic fits. The deceased 
was working in the well. He came up from 
the bottom and.was standing on the edge 
looking in, when he was taken with a spasm 
and fell in. The other workmen pulled 
him out as soon as was possible, but he 
had drowned.

Savannah, Ga., November 8.—(Special.)— 
The indignation and excitement incident 
to the cotton fires on shipboard has in no 
Wise subsided and several meetings were 
held today to take action with regard to 
them.

All of these will depend largely on the 
question of geography, for it is Governor 
Atkinson’s idea to give every section of 
the state an equal recognition with every 
other section so far as this is possible. 
There are very few positions to be filled 
and each appointment must necessarily 
therefore, represent a number of counties. 
This does not seem to be generally appre- 
ciated by the applicants, or rather by their 
friends. ‘‘Now, Governor,’’ some one will 
say, ‘‘this is the only thing that our coun- 
ty asks you to do for us.” He doesn’t 
seem to realize that there are 137 counties 
and that there may be a dozen candidates 
in close proximity to that special county.

An Honest Ballota Necessity. 

All over the counury there is a grow. 
Ing and an impefative demand for fair 
elections. The voters of all parties are 
sick and tired of bulldozing and corrupt 
methods. 

In the old days when the south was 
under bayonet rule, and so long as the 
south bad reason to fear federal inter 
ference at the polls, many of our people 
were disposed to look with indifference 
upon the questionable methods by which 
some states saved themselves from the 
blight of negro domination. Self-pre- 
servation then forced our’ people to 
maintain white supremacy at any cost. 

But the situation is now altogether 
different, and since the repeal of the 
federal election laws there has been u 
movement in the interests of ballot re 
form in every southern state. The re. 
peal of those laws has been followed b) 
the adoption of the Australian ballot 
system in Virginia, Tennessee, Alabama. 
and in Louisiana and Texas in a mod 
ified form, while it is practically assured 
that a similar iaw will be passed at the 
present session of the Georgia legisla 
ture, and that the coming constitutional] 
convention of South Carolina will also 
make provision for fair elections. In 
Louisiana there is intense feeling on th: 
subject, and the pressure of public opin 
lon will soon force even a greater reform 
than bas been already adopted by that 
state. The new constitution of New 
York takes a long step forward by: pro 
Viding that election and registration 
boards throughout the state shall -be 
composed of the representatives of both 
political parties, 

Georgia will wheel into line with this 
movement. Few matters of equal im- 
portance will engage the attention of 
the present legislature, and we feel con- 
fident that it will give the people a law 
which will throw every needed safe. 
guard around the ballot -box. 

There are just two leading points to 
be considered in framing such a law. 
It must make it certain that every mau 
who is entitled to vote shall be permit- 
ted to cast his ballot without being 
bought or bulldozed by anybody, and it 
must provide that every voter’s ballot 
cast only. once in an election, shall be 
counted only one time. 

In the main our elections in Georgia 
are honestly conducted, but occasionally 
corrupt practices are reported here and 
there. We must have a law that will 
stamp out corruption in every voting 
precinct in the state. The safety of so 
ciety and the maintenance of good gov- 
ernment depend upon the purity of tbe 
ballot. When it is possible to defeat 
the will of the people there will always 
be bad and ambitious men who will 
take advantage of every opportunity ‘to 
fraudulently get into power, and under 
their rule the people run the risk of 
being plundered and oppressed. 

We no longer have anything to fear 
from the interference of the federal gov- 
ernment. The republicans have aban- 
doned their force bill policy, and if they 
succeed in the next national election 
they will not dare to revive a measure 
which has been so overwhelmingly con- 
demned. The people of all parties are 
united in demanding this great reform, 
and the democratic party has taken the 
lead in pushing it through. Let us 
make our work complete and perfect.

Vur cuuiemporary goes on to say that 
in the past when cotton declined to a 
very low figure ‘the depression- was al- 
ways of very brief duration, but it has 
now prevailed for months. Formerly 
the reduction came about the middle of 
the season, and the crop was never 
planted in the south when cotton sold 
so low in Liverpool as it is selling to- 
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| remember these facts, but it admits that 
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generally when they sell a big crop for 
a low price they seem to forget it when

A Word to the Populists. 

The populists of the country had a 
tolerably large share in the work of 
crippling and defeating the democratic 
party last Tuesday, but we do not think 
that even the most enthusiastic of their 
leaders can today view the result with 
the slightest feeling of triumph, or even 
with any degree of satisfaction. 

[t is true that they have contributed 
to the defeat of the democrats, but how 
have they helped the country? In what 
direction have they forwarded the in- 
terests of the people? The cry of the 
populist leaders and their followers was 
that they were opposed to the democrats 
because a democratic congress and ad- 
ministration had failed to carry out the 
pledges of the democratic platform. The 
democrats had been promising for years 
that if they were given control of the 
government they would immediately re- 
peal republican legislation which the 
people found so oppressive and proceed 
to institute such reforms as would re- 
store prosperity to the country. The 
president and congress having failed to 
do this, a great many men who had for- 
werly supported the democrats went 
over to the populists and thus succeeded 
in weakening the party, and thus con- 
tributed to the result which has placed 
the senate and the house in control of 
the republicans, with the prospect that 
the party that has been oppressing the 
people by means of\ viciohs legislation 
for thirty years, will be placed in full 
control of the government two years 
from now. 

We desire to ask those who supported 
the populists if they regard this result, 
with all its prospects and probabilities, 
as in the nature of a.victory for re- 
form? Having done all in their power 
to destroy the democratic party, do they 
think they are now as near to reform 
is they were when Grover Cleveland 
repudiuted the financial pledge of the 
Chicago platform? On the contrary, is 
there not a probability that even the re- 
forms already accomplished by the dem- 
ocrats will be undone? Will there be 
any hope for the free coinage of silver 
under a republican administration?. Will 
there be any chance for a tariff for 
revenue only with a republican congress 
in charge of legislation? 

We do not think that any citizen can 
contemplate the result with any degree 
of satisfaction—least of all those dem- 
verats who voted against their party’s 
candidates, for the purpose, as_ they 
declared, of administering a rebuke to 
the administration. We understand per- 
fectly well the serious nature of the 
vomplaints that have been lodged 
against the democratic administration: 
hut we have insisted that the repudia- 
tion of the platform pledges by the ad. 
ministration affords no occasion for op 
posing the party which’ made the 
pledges and which is ready to stand by 
them. 

We are unable to see, therefore, what 
the populists have gained by Tuesday’s 
result, unless it adds to their stock of 
knowledge the valuable information 
that there is no profit in cutting off one’s 
nose to spite one’s face. This is one 
piece of information. Another that ought 
to be clear to every sensible man is that 
those who vote agaist the democratic 
party are voting in favor of republi- 
canism. This fact is made plain by the 
result of Tuesday’s elections. The gains 
that the populists made are all regis. 
tered in increased republican majorities. 
The populists failed to increase their 
own power, but did almost irreparable 
damage to the democrats. In the west. 
where it was supposed that populism 
would make a strong showing, that par- 
ty cut no figure at all except as an as- 
sistant to republicanism. 

The populists have no more influence 
on legislation now than they had two 
years ago, Such influence as they had 
has been exerted in the direction of 
crippling the democrats and strengthen- 
ing the republicans. We think, there 
fore, that the time has come for the 
populists, especially in this section, to 
call a halt in the movement they are 
making away from the democratic par 
ty. If they are in favor of reform, their 
place is in the democratic party. If 
they are opposed to the vicious legisla- 
tion which the republicans have fasten. 
ed on the country, let them return to 
their old allegiance to the democratic 
party, which is the only organization 
that can successfully oppose the unscru- 
pulous and aggressive elements that 
are represented by the republican party. 

We do not see how any man, who 
helps either directly or indirectly, to re- 
furn the republican party to power, can 
regard himself as a reformer. If any 
populist is inclined to chuckle over the 
result of Tuesday’s elections, we advise 
bim to restrain himself. To the people 
of this section and to the people of the 
whole country the endorsement of re- 
publicanism, with all it stands for, at 
this time of dy, is the most serious 
event that has occurred since the war. 
If it is followed by the election of a re- 
publican president two years from now, 
which seems more than probable, the 
last hope of genuine reform and honest 
legislation will be gone until the people 
rise in their might and extricate them- 
selves from the grip of the money power 
and the monopolists by means of a re- 
volution more or less bloody. 

We repeat, therefore, that the time 
has come for those who are seeking re- 
lief from the burdens of oppressive leg- 
islation throngh the medium of populism 
to return to the democratic party and 
strengthen the hands of those sincere 
reformers who see in the democratic or- 
ganization the only hope of destroying 
republicanism. If any instruments that 


the democratic party has chosen to car- | 


ry out its purposes have proved un- 
trustworthy, let them be discarded; if 
the party itself needs reforming, let it 
be reformed; but [et the organization 
remain the same, and let its time-honor- 
ed principles remain the same. These 


principles are as vital now as they were | 


ten, twenty, fifty or a hundred years 
ago, and they will remain vital as long 
as individuals or communities have the 
spirit to resist the aggressions of tyran- 
ny in whatever shape they make their 
appearence. |

Mr. Dille is exactly right when he 
says that the best market in the world 
is that afforded by communities made 
up of skilled laborers, factory operatives 
and merchants and professional men, 
which are the necessary results of a 
manufacturing town. In Spartanburg 
county, South Carolina, where there are 
nineteen cotton factories and 8,000 op- 
eratives, the people ‘have not felt the 
touch of hard times during the past two 
years. These consumers drawing their 
weekly wages from the factories are 
able to pay cash to the farmers for their 
products and they are also able to buy 
what they want from the merchants 
and pay professional men for their ser- 
vices. 

Mr. Dille believes that Atlanta with- 
stood the panic of last year because she 
has over seven hundred diversified in- 
dustries which give employment to our 
people and keep money in circulation. 
[t strikes him that if ‘this policy has 
enriched Spartanburg county and helped 
Atlanta so much, it is the best policy 
for the entire south. 

Undoubredly he is right. Our farmers 
need markets near at hand where they 
ean easily sell their food and other 
products all the year round. The only 
way to build up such markets is to 
manufacture our raw  ~material, and 
especially our cotton. Cotton mills here 
will pay bigger dividends than any- 
where else. They swell the population 
of a town with, their operatives and 
their families, and they make business 
and work for merchants, professional 
men and laborers, and their wages make 
cash abundant at all seasons. 

Speed the day when every southern 
town will be like Atlanta and every 
southern county. like Spartanburg coun 
ty. It is the only way to create home 
markets that will sustain their own 
population and the farmers around them.

The Matter of Street Repairs. 


The Constitution is gratified to know 
tha't several members of the council are 
viving the matter of incompetent street 
repairing their attention, and it is proba- 
ble that the city council at its next meet- 
ing will be called upon to remedy the 
existing evil to which The Constitution 
has frequently called attention, by the 
passage of a rigid city ordinance bear. 
ing upon the subject of taking up street 
pavement and replacing it in a careless 
und inexpensive manner. 

The Constitution emphasizes every 
thing that it has said against the grow 
ing evil of which the city has appealed 
to the council for protection. More 
than one member of the council has an. 
nounced that attention is now being 
given to the preparation of an ordinance 
on the subject, and the council at its 
lust meeti:.g would no doubt have done 
something had it not been for the fact 
that the public protest was filed so 
shortly before the meeting as not to 
wllow time for the careful preparation of 
such an ordinance as is necessary. 
Every piece of paving which has been 
improperly laid should be taken up and 
relaid at the ea te who failed 
to do the work propéfly at first. The 
city should see to it that this is done, 
and if the laws as they now stand are 
not broad enough to allow such direc- 
tion to be given by the city, then the 
laws should be changed until such au- 
thority is given. 

Some of Atlanta’s streets are almost 
impassable on account of the irregu- 
larity of the surface caused by settled 
blocks in some places, while in others 
they rise considerably above the level 
of the street. 

This matter should have the attention 
of the council at its next meeting and 
The Constitution will be sadly disap- 
pointed if it is not then disposed of.

“Orfe of the greatest inventions of the 
day would be something to prevent elec- 
tric cars from slipping and sliding on 
moist tracks,’ said a well-known street 
railway man yesterday, as he stood watch- 
ing a motorman trying with all his might 
to check a _ street car on a down grade.

The 
tracks are so slippery with the moisture 
and soft, melted dust that the wheels act 
as slides. I should think that something 
might be Invented that would overcome 
this condition of things, and I believe that 
the fellow who invented it would make a 
fortune.”’ 


“People out In the wild and blizzardy 
west have at last come to the conclusion 
that the south is a better place to live 
than the plains of that section,’’ said Mr.

W. Heidt—Dear Sirs: You did me the 
honor of calling on me on the 28th of last 
October, as chief of police, in the interest 
of public morals in our city, and asked me 
to prevent the posting of indecent bills, 
believing that the posting of such bills uec- 
essarily had a demoralizing influence, and 
was not conducive to good morals. I hope 
it is needless for me to say to.you that J] 
am in thorough sympathy with such a 
movement, and would not knowingly per- 
mit the posting of any bills or literature 
that would be likely to work injury to this 
community, but you are also aware that 
it is my duty to enforce the laws and 
ordinances and not to make them, and it 
is the duty of the courts to pass upon all 
such matters, at least where the question 
of doubt is raised. For that reason I have 
made a case against the billposter, which 
will be tried in due time before the city 
recorder, and I respectfully invite you and 
others interested in this matter to be pres- 
ent and give your testimony in .the case.

NEW YORK AND THE SOUTH RESPOND. 


A Change of Sentiment on Stocks and They 
Are Irreguiar— W heat and Provis- 
ions Advance in Chicago. 


The closing quotations for cotton Tuesday, 
both spot and futures, were of a most sat- 
isfactory character to the Neill Brothers, 
of London, Liverpool and New Orleans 
and their followers on both sides of the 
water. and whether the estimate of 10,250,000 
bales be correct or not, it has been used to 
depress cotton to the lowest point yet 
reached for the month. 


As intimated on Wednesday, the de- 
mand from Manchester spinners fell off, 
and sales of 8,000 bales there yesterday 
were from 2,000 (on Saturday) to 7,000 bales 
below what they have been taking the 
last two months. The 8,000 bales sold were 
at a concession of 1-16d, the price being 
marked down to 3 1-16d 16d. 


. The New York market for futures opened 
ata decline of about 1 point, but the opening 
was the high point, and from the opening 
to the clese there was a‘gradual fall, the 
closing tone being barély .steady at the 
lowest point of the day, at a decline of 10 
points from Wednesday+ 


The spot markets also suffered and most 
of them are lower from 1-l16 to %*c. New 
York is off 1-l6c to 5%c, Savannah and 
New Orleans ‘4c to 6c each, while Atlanta 
declined 1-l6c to 5c.

In most cases sentiment was reversed 
on the stock exchange, but the changes in 
prices are only fractional, some up and 
a few down. Sugar led the advance and is 
Ig jper cent higher than Wednesday’s 
closing, while Northwest is %, Lackawanna 
% and Western Union % higher. 


The decline was led by Union Pacific, 
which is 1% per cent lower and the re- 
mainder of the list as reported here is un- 
changed to 0% per cent lower. 


THE SPOCK MARKET. 


The Undertone Firm but Prices Were 
Irregular. 

New: York, November 8.—The undertone 
of speculation at the stock exchange was 
firm, but the course of. prices was very ir- 
regular. The opening was rather weak, 
Manhattan and American Sugar haviug re- 
ceded about a point each, while inte:na- 
tional stocks declined 14 to 9 per cent. The 
weakness of the latter was due to sales by 
London to realize profits. It wili be re- 
membered that the foreigners were liberal 
buyers of American securities j'rt pre- 
vious to the election. The advuace vester- 
day and today gave them an oppo-‘tunity 
to realize profits, which was nt negle:ted. 
The stock sold for European he Gers fevnd 
a ready market, the shorts being especial- 
ly gratified at the change of front on the 
part of foreigners. Fully 8,000 shares 0? 
this stock were sold, and readily abso.ted 
by local traders. It was in the industrials, 
however, that the bulls made the mcst 
progress, and met with the least cprosi- 
tion. American Sugar was advinced from 
&7% to 8$%@895¢; Chicago Gas from 75% to 
755,@7544; Laclede Gas, preferred, from 76% 
to 79%; Lead from 40% to 415%, and Cansol- 
idated Gas from 121% to 123%. Sugar was 
strengthened by the advance m reivied su- 
gars of i-l64#%e per pound. Jhere were 
some wide changes in the Anthracite Coal- 
ers. New Jersey Central -first declined % 
to $1, and then bounded up ‘0 !'3.¢93%. 
Lackawanna sold up te 1% to 1%, and re- 
ceded to 16044; Delaware. jumped and react- 
ed to 127%. Colorado Fuel advanced to 1% 
to 25, while the preferred was bid up to 
6812. In the closing dealings, there was a 
disposition on the part of holders to ac- 
cept profits, and the early gain was partial- 
ly lost. The feeling, however, is more con- 
fident, and believers in higher prices are 
placing’ a good deal of stress on’ the politi- 
cal changes in the western states. The im- 
pression prevails that the newly elected con- 
gressmen will take up the interstate com- 
merce law and especially the provisions 
dealing with pooling, and that the changes, 
if any, will be in favor of the roads. Com- 
pared with yesterday’s final figures, prices 
for the active stocks show losses of 4@%4 
per cent. American Sugar, Chicago Gas, 
the Anthracite Coalers, Omaha and Bay 
State Gas gained %@1% per cent.

So much interest is evidenced in ap- 
proaching dividend meetings that earnings 
and conditions affecting the latter are being 
seriously considered. Tonnage makes 
earnings and the truth is that while some 
railway officials the past few months have 
talked and predicted confidently. their 
prophesies are not borne out by facts. The 
truth is, for example, that instead of im- 
proving, tonnage is even smafer than in 
the corresponding period of the panic year. 

Thus eastbound shipments, at 46,000 tons 


‘last week, were 11,000 less than in 1893. This 


business, or much of it, was handled at cut 
rates. How seriously demoralized the lat- 
ter situation is is evidenced by the numer- 
ous attempts to force an advance which 
may be ordered. Its maintenance is an- 
other matter. 

Shippers’ of live stock and of ‘patking 
house 
vance, basing their objection on the de- 
pression of business. Almost the same eb- 
jection is made to the proposed advance 
in grain rates from Chicago eastward to 
the old 25-cent basis. As The Chicago 
Herald says: 

“The main argument against the ad- 
vance is, it will be made in the face of 
the lower selling price and dullest market 
in the history of the wheat trade. Grain 
shippers see no chance for improvement ex- 
cept in lower selling prices, ,and this can 
come only from reduced rates. It is no- 
where anticipated that the 2-cent rate will 
be maintained.”’ 

That is the eastbound situation in a nut- 
shell. Now, what are conditions in the 
west? Probably there is no unprejudiced 
railroad man in taat secflon who, having 
this question put to him, will not reply 
that they are about as adverse as they can 
possibly b:. The car movement at any 
rate would bear out that statement. To 
illustrate, taking Monday’s car receipts at 
Chicago, Burlington brought in 5 of wheat, 
17 of corn; Roca Island 2 of wheat and 5 
of corn; Northewestern, no wheat and 8 of 
corn; St. Paul, of wheat nothing, corn 1. 
Such was the meager record on the four 
great Granger systems for the, day. The 
folowing compares grain deliveries by 
these four roads at Chicago and Milwaukee 
in October, 1893 and 1894:

This comparison is more startling than 
anything yet published in the line of rail- 
way statistics. It will be observed that 
the road ‘having the largest mileage in the 
territory of crop failure had the iargest de- 
crease in deliveries. That road is the Bur- 
lington. Its loss in tonnage as cOmpared 
with October last year was no less than 


- 4,462,000 bushels, including flour. 


In the not distant future the directors 
will meet to take action on the dividend. 
More than likely’ they will give some 
thought to this significant record. Their 
September statement of earnings was bad 
enough, but bad as it was, this record 
suggests that the October exhibit will be 
worse. 

Northwest earnings and dividend pros- 
pects have been discussed so much that it 
is instructive to study the above showing. 
Its decrease was 3,703,605. It has a large 
mileage in the sirocco stricken territory. 
As said of Burlington, the Northwest’s 
enormous decrease in tonnage the past 
month makes a poor October statement a 
certainty. 

We cannot say of Burlington, however, 
as we can of the Northwest, that the man- 
agement is so conservative as to make a 
reduction in the dividend an equal cer- 
tainty. Of course the Rock Island had a 
large decrease. 2,059,000 bushels. The di- 
rectors’ action in reducing the dividend 
was claimed by superficial people to be 
speculative. The above record, however, 
shows plainly enough that the managers 
based that action upon conditions which 
they ‘foresaw ahead of the general public. 

Now as to St. Paul. In this case as in the 
others the crop failure has wrought dis- 
astrous results. The fact is that St. Paul’s 
deliveries at Chicago for many weeks have 
been practically nil. It has about 1,100 
miles of road in South Dakota, from which 
section, owing to crop failure, there has 
been no wheat movement at all. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that the 
aggregate decrease in St. Paul’s deliveries 
in Chicago and Milwaukee for October was 
no less than 4,282,000 bushels. while North- 
west’s decrease at the points named was 
no less than 4,631,000. If these disastrous 
results do not foreshadow lower dividends 
then eonditions have ceased to play their 
part in the making of values.

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Lamson Hros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, November 8.—There is no addi- 
tional news concerning wheat. One of the 
strong features this morning was the Cin- 
cinnati Price Current estimating a probable 
consumption of about 70.000,000 bushels of 
wheat for animal food: also light receipis 
at the winter wheat points and steady ca- 
bies. On the other hand. northwestern re- 
ceipts show a siight increase. and little or 
no inquiry for export, together with light 
clearances. There is also a disinclination 
on the part of speculative holders to in- 
crease their lines at the advance, and are 
inclined to secure their profits, thus caus- 
ing quite liberal offerings and a tendency 
not only to check the advance, but cause a 
slight decline. We think. were it not for 
the forthcoming government report, that 
the bears would take advantage of the pres- 
ent depressed appearance and put out good 
lines in view of depressing prices, but the 
fear that the government report will show 
a condition of things decidedly unfavorable 
to short selling tends to check any matefial 
inerease in the short interest. 

Corn has ruled dull and depressed. Re- 
ceipts are fairly liberal and the demand 
poor. I.ocal traders continue to favor the 
short side. The general appearance of the 

market is rather unfavorable to holders 
for the immediate future. Offerings of new 
corn for December delivery are karge, 
which tends to keep dealers away from the 
market, buying on!y from hand to mouth 
until the new crop begins to move more 
freely. 

Liberal receipts and a poor demand caus- 
ed a weak and sagging market in oats. 
Large consumers who are generally in the 
market. at this time of year seem to be 
conspicuous by their absence. and dealers 
generally wonder why there is such a poor 
demand for oats when they are relatively 
so much lower than corn. 

About the only features in hog products 


were the large receipts of hogs and slight’ 


decline in price at the yards. There was 
a’ strong speculative market, and with light 
offerings prices advanced for futures of pro- 
visions.

The plans, 
those of Golucke & Stewart, have been laid 
before the people and they all know what 
the building will be like.

N. Holland, the distinguished younz rep- | 
resentative from Cobb county, it being ‘‘an_ 
act to protect free labor, regulate ihe in- | 
troduction and sale of convict-made goods | 
in the state of Georgia, to require goods, |

** Jabor to be stamped, branded or labeled, to 


require all dealers in such goods to give 
bond and be licensed, to provide penAlties 
for the violation thereof, and for other pur- 


poses.”’ 


“™ . This bill, as the caption indicates, is in- 
troduced by Mr. Holland, its author, for | 
*. the purpose of protecting the free labor of | 
Georgia. While, of course, the vested rights | 
of the convict lessees of the state cannot. 
be disturbed, the provisions of the bill stip- | 
ulate that after the expiration of the pres- . 
ent lease then it shall also apply to all | 


goods, wares or merchandise manufactured 
in this state. 


Mr. Holland is bitterly’opposed to convict | 
labor being allowed to compete with free | 
He insists that it is not right for |

' the state to allow the criminals of Georgia 


or of other states to come in competition 


with honest laborers, who, as law-abiding | 


citizens, are striving to make @ living for 
* their wives and children, 
convicts should be placed to work on the 
public roads of the state, or in some other 
occupation where there is no competition 
* with free labor. be 

“Already,’’ said he, “a large number of 
the northern and eastern states. have 
enacted stringent laws on this line, 
protecting . the free laborers 
within their own borders. 
' tthe southern’ states, especially -.Geor- 
gia, have been made the dumping ground 
of convict-made goods. Many of these 
goods are poorly made, are of a shoddy 
character and made of.inferior materials. 

“In the great convict manufactories of 
the north, east and west the price of labor 
is only nominal. The policy of the man- 
agers of these institutions has been to 
crush out the free laborer of the south 
‘ @nd also the free-labor manufacturers by 
etemporarily eliminating the cost of labor, 
and placing cut-throat prices upon their 
productions, v 
honest competitors, and after they have 
succeeded .in. their. designs they return to 
their former high prices and virtually make 
@ monopoly. It is high time for our people 
to become thoroughly aroused to the grav- 


‘ity of the situation and stop this unjust 


and iniquitous proceeding. 

“The enactment of this bill would be a 
protection on this line. On the other hand, 
the competition that naturally arises be- 
tween free labor: manufactories through- 
out the country will always insure reason- 
able prices for the goods manufactured by 
them.’’ : 

To Cut Down the Salaries. 

Mr. Branch introduced a bill in the 
house to reduce the salaries of the rail- 
road commissioners from $2,500 each to 
$2,000 each. . ; 

“Il never have been able to see,” said 
Mr. Branch, in talking about the bill, “‘why 
the railroad commissioners, who do prac- 
tically no work, should receive more salary 
than the state officers, such as the treasur- 
er, comptroller general, commissioner of 
agriculture, state schookt commissioner and 
the others who do work, and work hard. I 
believe my bill ought-to pass.’ 

To Amend School Laws. 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, chairman of the

to decrease the rate of tuition of non- 
resident pupils at the State Technological 
school. The bill reduces the tuition for this 
class of pupils from $150 to $50 a year. 

Senator Sanford proposed a _ resolution 
providing a joint committee of three from 
the senate and five from the house to as- 
certain when the convict lease expires, and 
to report the result of their investigation 
and findings in the convict, question as 
soon as practicable in the shape of a Dill. 

Senator Mercer introduced a bill to 
change the date of the meeting of the 
legislature from the third Wednesday in 
October to the second Tuesday in July. 

The committee on lunatic asylum will 
visit that institution tomorrow, and the 
comgnittee on penitentiary will visit some 
of the convict camps.

Objections to Certain Reports Filed by 
Mr. Comer, of the Central. 


THE LATER REPORTS WERE APPROVED. 


Meeting of the Seaboard’s Stockholders 
Today-A Row Over Rates in St 
Louis, but Atlanta Is Not Hurt. 


Receivers Comer and Hayes, of the Cen- 
tral railroad of Georgia, have been inform- 
ed by the master in chancery of the ap- 
proval of their reports of operations from 
January ist, to September 1, 1894. 

During this period they received $5,267,067. 
The cash balance in the hands of the re- 
ceivers on the latter date was $160,111. 

It was something out of the usual course 
of things, however, when the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company made formal ob- 
jections to the approval of the accounts. 

The ground upon which they based their 
objections was that the reports do not give, 
prior to the appointment of Captain Hayes 
as co-receiver, a statement of the revenue 
accruing from each individual road in the 
system which is claimed to be due the 
holders of various classes of bonds. 

There may be a call on Mr. Comer to 
make such a report yet, and he may be 
asked to have a full statement of the 
earnings of each and all of the several 
roads before the bondholders. 

However, the report since the first of 
January was approved and the work of 
reorganization of the Centrai according to 
the plans already set forth in The Consti- 
tution will soon. be taken up by the cap- 
italists who have it in charge. 

The Central will become the property of 
the Southern railway without changing its 
chartered name particularly. It is not to 
become @ part and parcel of the Southern 
and will retain its individual name and 
charter. A majority. of the bonds will be 
held by the Southern which simply means 


that the Southern will control it. 


The 8S. A. L. Stockholders. 

There will be a meeting of the stock-: 
hoiders of the Seaboard Air-Line in this 
city tomorrow. 

The meeting will be held in the, offices of 
the Seaboard Air-Line, which is the princi- 
pal stockholder of the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern and which controls the road. 
Major John C. Winder, president of the 
Seaboard, will_preside over the meeting. 

“It will be simply a-formal and brief 
meeting,” said Major Winder yesterday to 
The Constitution representative. “There is 
no business to be handled of an interesting 
nature and all we will have to do will bé 
to listen to the reports of the officers. 

“The Georgia, Carolina and Northern is 
owned almost exclusively by the Raleigh 
division and the Seaboard Air-Line. All of 
the roads are gathered under the name of 
the Seaboard Air-Line under one system.” 


The Car Service Associations. 

Commissioner E. B. Stahlman has called 
a meeting of the committee on the estab- 
lishment of car service associations in this 
section of the south to be held in this city 
on the 15th instant. 

The late meeting of the executive board 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association decided to have car service as- 
sociations established throughout the ter- 
ritory of the association. It is the plan 
to have one of these associations establish- 
ed in each of the southern states. The one 
in Georgia will more than likely be placed 
in Atlanta. The object in view is to have 
some organized method of Keeping trace of 
the countless | fré t cars that get loose 
from the roads eVery year and go about 
the country. 

This is one of the most desirable move- 
ments that has been’ started by the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion for many a day. 


Atlanta Rates Continue the Same. 

St. Louis, Mo., November 8.—At a meet- 
ing of the executive board of the South- 
western Traffic Association, held in New 
York, October 9th to llth, inclusive, a res- 
olution was adopted providing that the 
question .of rates and divisions between 
Texas points and points’ in Cincinnati, 
Louisville, Knoxville, Nashville, Atlanta 
and Carolina territory be referred to the 
chairman of the association with power to 
adjust the same in a manner that would, 
in his judgement, be equitable to all inter- 
ests. 

Yesterday Chairman Day promulgated 
his decision, which provides for a contin- 
vation of the existing proportional rates 
on iron and iron articles applicable west 
of the Mississippi river, which will have 
the effect of continuing the present through 
rates on those commodities. His decision 
requires, however, that on all other traffic 
lines west of the Mississippi river, north 
of Vicksburg, and lines from New Orleans 
and Shreveport, La., shall charge their full 
local rates which has the effect of ma- 
terially advancing the through rates from 
the southeast territory. This decision re- 
fers only to. territory south of Louisville, 
Cincinnati, Knoxville and seaboard terri- 
tory, including what is now known as 
Nashville, Atlanta and Carolina territory. 
The chairman reserved his decision rela- 
tive to Louisville, Cincinnati and Knox- 
ville territory until a further investigation 
of conditions can be made. 


Mr. Plant’s Movements. 

Tampa, Fla., November 8.—(Speciai.)—A 
great deal of interest was manifested here 
in the article in Monday’s Constitution 

, stating the facts and rumors in connection 
with the rivalry and rapidly increasing an- 
tagonism between the Plant System and the 
Florida Central and Peninsular Railway 
Company. Both systems have their south- 
ern terminals here or near here, for the 
Plant system’s railroad and steamship lines 
connect at Port Tampa eight miles below 
here on the bay. Mr. H. B. Plant and all 
his under officials have always manifested 
the deepest interest in the welfare of Tam- 
pa, and the people here wouid dislike to 
see the terminus of their great system 
changed from Port Tampa to Punta Gorda, 
which, some people think, may be the out- 
come of the recent purchase of the Florida 
Southern railway by the Plant system. 

As to this purchase there can be no 
doubt. It is an actual fact, despite the 
reticence of the Plant people and their dis- 
position to make light of the existing ru- 
mors. And this fact is what lies at the 
bottom of most of the bad feeling between 
the Plant companies and the Florida Cen- 
tral and Peninsular company. As the story 
goes, Colonel H. Ramon Duval, of New 
York, president of the Florida Central and 
Peninsular, asserts with the greatest posi- 
tiveness that long ago there was an agrece- 
ment made between the two systems that 
neither one of them should buy the Florida . 
Southern railway; that if this road should 
be sold* they would buy it together upon 
terms subsequently toéo be decided upon, 
or that, should they fail to agree upon 
such terms, each should bid for it against 
the other—the one which wanted it the 
more and was willing to pay more for it, 
to take it, but in no event was either 
system to purchase the Florida Southern 
without the knowledge and consent of the 
other. It is said that the parties to this 
rock-bound agreement were President Du- 
val himself and Mr. R. G. Erwin, vice 
president and genera! counsel of the Plant 
system. Now, accordingto the alleged state- 
ments of Colonel Duval, this agreement 
has -been violated by the Plant people by 
the recent purchase of the Florida Southern. 

This, of course, is only one side of the 
story, and the Plant officials refuse to 
deny or confirm the story as thus told. The | 
public will not readily believe that Mr. 
Plant would permit his company to violate 
an agreement, nor will Colonel Duval’s 
stateménts.be discredited.

TAN OLD NEGRO'S WOES| 


He Has Violated the Letter of the Law in 
oe ee 


RICHARD BUTLER 1S HIS NAME, 


While in Jsil His Humble Home Was 
Sold—He Is Penniless and Hatirely 
Without Friends.

There is a very unusual, almost pa- 
thetic, case which may be called today in 
the criminal court over which Judge Rich- 


ard Clark presides. 

It is an instance of where the offender 
of the law is in every sense a victim, if 
not of men, at least of circumstances. That 
he has violated the letter of the law 
seems to be certain; that he has not vio- 
lated the spirit of the law is fully as cer- 
tain. 

The defendant is this case is Richard. 
Butler, an old negro man—one of that 
type which is rarely ever seen in these 
days of rush and energy—an ante-bellum 
sort of negro. Entirely honest, unable to 
cope with even an ordinary business mind, 
he came to Atlanta from a little home and 
a few acres in Powdar Springs, or very 
near there. It was a place that he had 
purchased himself. 

For several years the old negro lived on 
his place and made his little crop of vege- 
tables, raised his yellow-legged chickens 
and tried to make an honest living. His 
' eotton crop for two years was sold for.Jess 
than it cost him to live while making it. 
He became discouraged and decided to 
come to Atlanta. Atlanta was to him a 
place that comprised afl that was geaerous, 
good and charitable, and that he couid 
make enough money for his needs he feit 
certain. Everybody was rich in Atlanta, 
he thought. 

When he was about to leave his huinble 
home he went to the man from whom he 
had purchased it and gave him a note for 
the remainder of the money, about thirty 
dollars. 

It was very natural when he came ft» At- 
lanta that the old fellow should iook about 
for some work. Finally he decided tha. if 
he bought him a team of mules and a 
wagon he could make all the money _he 
needed. He found a man who was willing 
‘to seli him. Atccording to the negro’s 
story, as he tells it, he signed a -paper 
which he thought was a mortgage on his 
home. The mules, he says, proved to be of 
no use, as they wefe not sound, and he 
went to the person from whom he had 
purchased them and asked that they be 
taken back. But a trade is a trade, and 
the old negro was forced to keep the 
mules. At the first opportunity he -sold 
them for $40. 

His arrest followed and it developed that 

he had not only mortgaged his homé, 
which cost him $350 and was nearly all 
paid for, but that the paper he signed in- 
cluded a lien on the mules. He had no 
right to sell the mules and was unable to 
pay for them at once. He was bound over 
and placed in jail to await a trial. 
. While he was awaiting this trial his 
note for the remainder of the money on his 
home fell due and the old man’s home was 
put up for sale on a fi. fa. for the amount 
still due. The place sold for 330, and 
heaped double misfortune on the negro’s 
head. Mr. J. D. Lanier has been appointed 
to defend him, and in speaking cf the 
case Mr. Lanier says that he sees no way 
to secure Butler’s release, but that he 
feels confident that the old man violated 
no law through intention and does not de- 
serve to be punished. . 
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BELGIUMWS ELECTIONS. 


Some Political Problems in the Older 
Burepean Countries. 


For months the world looked forward to 
the results of the new election laws of the 
little kingdom of Belgium, and now that 
the elections have taken place, thinkers 
are studying the returns and profiting by 
the lessons they teach. 

What renders the situation in Belgium 
peculiar is the fact that some citizens cast 
one vote, some two and others three, ac- 
cording to their rank and prominence as 
tax payers. 

While it is not likely that any such dis- 
criminations will ever be made in this 
country, we can well imagine that the pres- 
ent condition of most European countries 
is absolutely necessary to check the power 
which irresponsible voters would have if 
over there every man had the same power 
at the polls. 

The tendency throughout Europe is now 
toward a republican form of government 
which the example of France and Swiitzer- 
land has conclusively shown to be condu- 
cive to the best interests of the people at 
large. Royalty may be tolerated awhile 
longer, but sooner or later all the great 
nations will adopt the form of government 
which enlists .he sympathies of all classes 
of the people.
